DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The present Office action is made in response to the amendment filed on 
10/17/08. It is noted that in the amendment, applicant has amended claims 8-10 and 
24; canceled claims 1-7, 11-23 and 25-26 and added two dependent claims, i.e., 
claims 27-28, into the application. As a result of the changes to the claims, the pending 
claim are claims 8-10, 24 and 27-28 which claims are examined in this Office action. It 
is also noted that there is not any change to the specification and/or the drawings in 
the above mentioned amendment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The rejections of claims 6, 9-10 and 17 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as set forth in the previous Office action have been overcome by the cancellation of 
claims 6 and 1 7 and the amendments to each of claims 9-1 0. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 8-1 0, 24 and 27-28 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Each of claims 8 and 24 is allowable with respect to the prior art, in particular, the 
EP 1348984 and the U.S. Patent Nos. 5,265,143; 6,01 1 ,646 and 6.1 10,607 by 
the limitations related to the structure of the multilayer mirror formed on a 
substrate. It is noted that while the use of a multilayer mirror having a plurality of 
Molybdenum/Silicon bilayers on a substrate which each layer in the bilayers has 
a particular thickness is suggested in each of the mentioned U.S. Patents;

however, the cited art does not disclose a multilayer mirror formed on a substrate 
wherein the multilayer mirror comprises Molybdenum/Silicon bilayers with an 
extra thick layer of Molybdenum disposed next to the substrate and an extra thick 
layer of Silicon disposed near the substrate as claimed. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
